Mrs. A. P. Coles, president of the At- 
lanta Woman's club, said that personal- 
ly she did not feel ready to vote and 
did not care for the suffrage; but that 
if it is thrust on women they will vote 
intelligently because they are preparing 
themselves for It by serious study, 

“Some men think it very funny 
that women take the question of equal 
suffrage so seriously,’ said Mrs. Coles, 
“and one man was laughing the other 
day because women studied the subject 
as though they were going to school. 
Ent this study,” continued Mrs. Coles, 
“is the very ‘thing that will make the 
suffrage a factor in good citizenship 
if women are given the suffrage.” 

Mrs. G. B. Lindsay, secretary of the 
Civic League of America, strongly op- 
posed woman’s suffrage in her address, 
taking as her subject, “The Hand That 
Recks the Cradle Rules the World.” 

Mrs. Lindsay said that “the votes for 
women” movement is the cause of 
drinking, swearing and gambling among 
women; and that “hundreds of women 
whose wealth makes no necessity for 
soiling the skirts of their womanhood 
by contact with rough disrespectful men, 
are shockingly profane, and enjoy their 
low suggestive dances, gambling, beer 
and cocktails with all the bravado of 


men. . 
“This new woman,” said Mrs. Lind- 
|say, “with her own hand has knocked 


from beneath her that pedestal of wor- 
shipful 


reverence upon which man 
placed her and has chosen in its stead 
lower level for which God did not 


fit her.” 

Mrs. Lindsay called the hotel cafes 
and uptown clubs the “gilded parlors of

Blue prints of the proposed 
were received by the custodian Friday, 


assigned. Custodian Blalock will 
over the plans, and if he has no sugges- 
tions or alterations in mind, advertise- 
ments for bids will be issued soon, and 
within a short while the word of re- 
modelling the floor will start. 

This will give additional space in the 
pestoffice equivalent to a city acre. In 
the blue prints the left wing of the floor 
has been assigned to the railway mail 
service division, and the space in front 
overlooking Forsyth street has been 
given over to civil service examination 
rooms. The other offices will be assign- 
ed later. 

Forty-two thousand dollars are now 
available to spend on the postoffice im- 
provements. The remodelling of the fifth 
floor will come first, and when that is 
completed remaining funds will be used 
ir cleaning up and beautifying the build- 
ing. 

The walls all over the postoffice are in 
bad shape. They have never been paint- 
ed and are very soiled and in places 
show large cracks.

BIG GAIN IN BANK 
CLEARINGS SHOWN

000 This Week Over Same 
Time Last Year 


Bank clearings of Atlanta for the 
week ending today show a gain of over 
$2,000,000 over the corresponding week 
of 1912, which is just a shade under a 
20 per cent increase. : 

For the week just ending the total 
of clearings was $13,473,336.19, and for 
the corresponding week last vear they 
were $11,251,498.10, showing an increase 
for this week of $2,221,838.09. 

This comparison is due to a generai 
business revival, which in turn is in- 
fluenced by the opening of the new cot- 
ton crop and the high prices obtained 
for it. 

The present Georgia crop is estimated 
at from 2,225,000 to 2,500,000 bales, and 
the price is averaging close to 13 cents. 
This means a value for the state of 
Georgia of close to $175,000,000 for the 
1913 crop. 

In addition the state has the best 
cern crop on record and more diversifi- 
cation of crops than usual.

Ouimet’s victory carried with it a 
gold medal and the custody of the 
championship cup by his home organiza- 
tion, the Woodland Golf club, of New- 
ton.

fame. There were few of the 5,000 per- 
sons following the play who felt at the 
start that the youth could possibly yan- 


quish such renowned veterans as the 
two former British champions. 
VARDON BROKE AT FINISH. 


In order to win, Ouimet was obliged 
to play the best golf of the week. When 
he had accomplished the first 16 holes 
in 65 strokes and made the 17th in a 
wonderful three, Vardon, his closest op- 
ponent, broke under the strain, 

Ouimet did not gain the lead until 
on the turn for the home holes, all 
three having gone to the half-way mark 
in even 38. But after that he was never 
headed. 

Innthusiastic followers carried the vic- 
tor on their shoulders to the club house, 
where Secretary John Reid, Jr., of the 
United “States Golf association, made 
the presentation speech.

5:21. 


“Out of sight, out of mind” is an 
old adage with too much of truth in 
it. After God had spoken the law to 
the people they feared and stood afar 
off, but Moses drew nigh into the thick 
darkness where God was. Then he spoke 
to him the covenant, contained in the 
20th, 21st, 22d and 23d chapters of Ex- 
odus. God then called Moses and Aaron, 
and seventy of the elders to come up 
to the Lord; but Moses alone was al- 
lowed to draw near. 

Then Moses came down and recited 
the law and the covenant to the people, 
and they accepted it, answering, “All 
the words which the Lord hath said will 
we do.” then Moses wrote them in a 


bvvk and next morning made an altar 
and ofie:ed a sacrifice on it, sprinkling 
part of “the vlood of the victim on the 
altar and with the other half he sprin- 
kled the people, thus sealing the. cove- 
nant with blood. 

He ‘took the book and read it in 
the hearing of the people, giving them 
again full knowledge of the contract 
into which they were entering, and 
again they accepted it saying, “All that 
the Lord hath’ said will we do, and be 
obedient.” Then the covenant was seal- 
ed by the sprinkling of the blood. Then 
the elders and the priests went up into 
the mountain and saw the God of Israel, 
and there was under his feet as it were 
a paved work of a sapphire stone, and 
as it wore the body of heaven in its 
clearness. And upon the nobles he laid 
not His hand; also they saw God, and 
did eat and drink. 

MOSES DISAPPEARS. 

Then God called Moses to come up 
nearer that he might give him the law 
that he might teach it. So Moses with 
Joshua, his minister, went up into the 
mount, instructing Aaron and Hur and 
the elders to remain where they were 
until he returned. Then a cloud cov- 
ered the mount. For six days there was 
a sight that was calculated to inspire 
awe. The mountain was covered with 
a cloud. It seemed to the eyes of the 
children of Israel that the top of the 
mountain was burning up, being devour- 
ed by fire. 

On the seventh day God called again 
to Moses out of the midst of the cloud, 
and Moses went up into the midst of 
the cloud and was in the mount forty 
days and forty nights. 

If you will read carefully the 25th, 31st 
chapters of Exodus you will find there the 
substance of what God told Moses during 
those days. He gave him directions as to 
how this people whom he had chosen and 
delivered should worship Him, all of 
which was the first step in his effort to 
show them and through them the whole 
world the plan that he had made before 
the foundation of the world, by means of 
which he would reconcile them unto Him- 
self and deliver them from a *tondage 
compared to which their Egyptian bond- 
age was the merest trifle. He gave him 
the pattern of the ark, the mercy seat 
where he would meet them, the furniture 
for the tabernacle itself, its material and 
design, its size and construction. He gave 
him directions for the garments of the 
priests and how all was to be sanctified 
for this holy use. He selected and en- 
dured with the spirit the men who were 
to do the carpentry and engraving. He 
emphasized again the necessity of the

A week passed, two weeks, three weeks, 
four weeks, but no sign of Moses was to 
be had by the Israelites. It was not un- 
natural for them to suppose that he had 
overstepped the bounds set by the maj- 
esty of God and that he had been con- 
sumed by the devouring fire which, seem- 
ed to envelop the mount. Becoming res- 
tive, they appealed to Aaron. Of course, 
he could give them no further informa- 
tion. Aaron seemed to be in a way a 
victim of circumstances. He had been 
raised in Egypt and had been there all 
his life until now. He had not had the 
benefit of the years of the desert and 
with God. He was accustomed to the 
idolatry of Egypt and did not appreciate 
fully as yet the necessity for the spirit- 
ual worship of Jehovah. Accordingly 
when the restive people ordered him to 
make them gods to go before them, he 
seems not to have resisted as he 
should. He therefore took their jewelry, 
which they brought, melted it and moulded 
it into a calf, which was a common ob- 
ject of worship in Egypt to represent vis- 
ibly to the people the God who had so 
wonderfully delivered them. That he 
meant it to be merely a representation of 
Jehovah is shown by his proclaiming a 
feast to Jehovah when he had completed 
his calf. He had them worship Jehovah 
in the way he had seen the Egyptians 
worship their sacred cows, and led them 


82-Year-Old Twins 
Celebrating Today

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Born eigh-

Pennsylvania. 


into those heathen orgies associated with 
their religious life, and which are un- 
mentionable. In so doing he and the peo- 
ple broke the first, second, third, fourth 
seventh and ninth commandments. 

This was too much for God. It had 
been but forty days since he had, given 
them a manifestation of himself and 
had spoken to them face to face. They 
had accepted the terms of the covenant 
and it had been sealed by sacrificial 
blood; and yet sogsoon have they for- 
gotten it all; inMinite patience had been 
outraged. 

Notice how God repudiates them. He 
said to Moses, “Go, get you down, for 
thy people which thou broughtest out 
etc.” Notice the pronouns. But “Moses 
besought the Lord his God, and said, 
Lord, why doth thy wrath wax hot 
against thy people which thou brought- 
est out etc.” Note the pronouns here. 
Moses does not repudiate them, but re- 
fuses to recognize that they are otffer 
than God's people still. 

That was a remarkable situation; Je- 
hovah the great God repudiating his 
people, and proposing to take *Moses 
as the head of a new and chosen race; 
Moses, even though silent as yet, so ob- 
structing him that God said to him, 
“Now let me alone.” Finally Moses inter- 
ceding for them s0 powerfully that God 
Stays his hand and forgives them! 

Study that prayer of his carefully;” 
it is a model for intercession. I ean 
only suggest now its salient points. It 
was in the name of God; it was charac- 
terized by self-effacement; it claimed 
God's promises; it was for his glory. 
It prevailed. Compare your prayer with 
it as a standard. It may be fruitful. 

When Moses had prevailed with God, 
and not till then, he turned and went 
down with the tables of the law in his 
hand. Joshua could not understand the 


noise that he heard below; it was not 
the shout of victory nor yet the cry of 
defeat. It was the dirge song of the 
heathen orgy, with which Joshua was 
not familiar. 

As they descended from the mount and 
apeared before the people, Moses’ auger 
waxed hot (it was anger like God's) 
he threw down the tables and broke 
them, to show the people what they had 
done; he took the calf, broke it in pieces, 
ground it to powder, strewed it upon the 
water, and made the people dring of 
it. All of ..‘s was to show his, con- 
tempt: for the powerlessness of the 
God they had made. 

Only then did he have time to speak 
to Aaron about his folly and sin. Aaron’s 
answere was pusillanimovs! So is any- 
ones, who does honestly accept his full 
responsibility for his act, but tries to 
shift it or any part of it on any one 
else. 

Then Moses gave a call to arms! As 
a result of it 3,000 souls were slain that 
day. The number is rather significant; 
3,000 slain when the new order is in- 
stituted, 3,000 converted when the new 
order of the spirits rule is instituted 
in after years. 

Moses dissapeared again; this time 
to intercede for his people. What a 
wonder prayer that was, when he asked 
that God blot him out if necessary to 
save Israel. 

Oh that we had more of that spirit of 
that leader which was thé spirit of 
Christ! Then would we draw near to 
the thick darkness where God is; then 
would we spend more time with him 
learning his plans; then would we be 
angry and sin not when we behold the 
perfidy of the people; then would we 
give ourselves more to intercession; 
then would we pray ard prevail.

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The Hygienic Movement 
In Modern Schools. 


“No educational movement in modern times 
has had more vital relation to the children, to 
the homes they represent and to the nation 
than medical supervision of school children and 
the general hygienic movement it typifies.” 

This assertion by Dr. P. P. Claxton, United States 
commissioner of education, is as true as it is sweep- 
ing and emphatic. Indeed, it would not be too much 
to say that medical inspection marks the most pro- 
gressive and the most fruitful step ever taken by the 
public school system in America. It is no less im- 
portant to the home and the community than to the 
individual pupil. It is a long stride in social and 
civic efficiency; it is the omen of a stronger and hap- 
pier people. 

The ideal of education-has always been the round- 
ed development of human resources. This concep- 
tion, far from being modern, is as old as ancient 
Athens; and to.a greater or less degree it has always 
guided the world’s true teachers. It is within years 
comparatively recent, however, that the school sys- 
tem of the United States has come to apply this 
great principle in its full »readth and practical 
meaning. 

Time was when the chief, if not only end, of the 
common school was to impart certain facts and ad- 
minister a certain kind of mental training. The 
child’s physical welfare was virtually ignored. De- 
fective eyes, defective teeth, weak lungs, impaired 
hearing and other such deficiencies were considered 
entirely without the province of the school. The fact 
that they interfered with the pupil’s progress and 
stood as a detriment to his future usefulness was 
passively accepted as being among necessary evils; 
the fact that they might be corrected by a little 
timely attention was overlooked or certainly not ap- 
preciated. 

fow vastly different and better is the attitude 
of the really modern school! Every city that is alert 
and responsive to the educational spirit of the day 
provides its school system with medical inspection, 
and those that are- doing their full duty have inau- 
gurated dental inspection as well. The result is 
that scores and hundreds of children who otherwise 
would probably go through life handicapped with 
defects which would impair, if not ruin, their health 
are relieved at a time when relief is easy and per- 
They become better students, more teach- 
able, more obedient and more efficient in character 


manent. 


as well as in mind. 

Medical inspection, however, is but one phase of 
what Dr, Claxton refers to as “the hygienic” of this 
time. It is not enough to remedy the ills of defective 
children. The progressive. school sees to it 
above all else that the normal health interests of its 
pupils are conserved. Provision is thus made for an 
abundance of fresh air and for adequate periods of 
recreation. School buildings are constructed pri- 
marily with a view to comfort and sanitation. Com- 
petently directed systems of physical culture are es- 
tablished; and it should be said that no part of a 
school curriculum is more important. The tremen- 
dous value of play as an educational agency is more 
and more clearly understood. 

The working out of these ideas will make the 
school what it should be—a truly vital force for 
individual usefulness and for social strength.

A Schoolmaster of 1637 


R. Charles W. Bardeen, of Syracuse, has reprinted 

Charles Hoole’s “A New Discovery of the Old 

Art of Teaching School,” four “small treatises” 
of his, originally published 1659-1660, but written 
about 1637. We have here, then, a system of educa- 
tion just about coeval with the beginning of Harvard 
college, then not much more than the “Petty School,” 
which is the title of one of this Caroline pedagogue’s 
tracts. Looking with bulging eyes at the heroic cur- 
riculum he prescribes, we can’t but be grateful that 
.our “wise and pious ancestors” escaped from England 
and found refuge in Jamestown, Puddle Dock of Ply- 
mouth, Trimontaine of Shawmut, which is Boston, 
Manhattan Island and other coigns of vantage or dis- 
advantage. It was, then, not their religion or their 
hope of bulldozing that of other people; it was not 
commerce, thirst for gold, desire of adventure, new 
Indies, new world dreams, that drove the imigrants 
westward. It was the frim resolve to get away from 
schooL : 

We haven't heart to begin with the poor little devil 
who began Latin at seven or less and "forasmuch as 
speaking Latine is the main end of Grammar,” and 
especially after a school quarter each boy “should 
either learn to speak in Latine or be enforced to hold 
his tongue” (O barbarous penalty!), and every day 
in the week “some Declamation, Oration or Theme” 
must be pronounced, a preparation for ‘‘any solemnity 
or coming of Friends into the School.” Here 1637 and 
1913 kiss one another. Odious friends detested pa- 
rénts and relations, accursed pompous, patronizing com- 
mitteemen and visitors! Hard is a school boy’s lot 
even in this milder age. 


Yet see what a sixth form school boy of 1637 had~ 


to insert into his noddle, and rejoice in “our hearty 
young ignoramuses. It is the “constant employment” 
of the sixth form: = 

“To read twelve verses out of the Greek Testament 
before breakfast; to repeat Latine and Greek Grammar 
Parts and Elementa Rhetorices every Thursday morn- 
ing; to learn the Hebrew Tongue on Mondaies, Tues- 
daies and Wednesdaies for morning Parts; to read 
Hesiod, Homer Pindar and Lycophron for forenoon les- 
sons on Mondaies and Wednesdaies; Zenophon (sic), 
Sophocles, Euripides and Aristophanes on Tuesdaies 
and Thursdaies; Lauregois’s ‘Breviarium Graecae 
linguae’ for afternoon parts on Mondaies and Wednes- 
daies; Horace, Juvenal, Persius, Lucan, Seneca’s “Trag- 
edies,’ Martial and Plautus for afternoon lessons on 
Mondaies and Wednesdaies, Lucian’s select ‘Dialogues’ 
and Pontani ‘Progymnasmata Latinitatis’ on Tuesday 
afternoons, and Tullie’s ‘Orations,’ Plinie’s ‘Panegyr- 
icks’ on Thursday afternoons, Quintilian’s ‘Declama- 
tions,’ Goodwin's ‘Antiquities’ at leisure times (¢“leis- 
ure times” is good); their exercises for Oratory should 
be to make Themes, Orations and Declamations Lat- 
ine, Greek and Hebrew, and for poetry to make Verses 
upon such Themes as are appointed them every week; 
and to exercise themselves in Aragrams, Epitaphs, 
Bpiihalamais, Eclogues, Acrosticks, English, Latine, 
Greek and Hebrew.” 

In short, bring up a child in the way he should go 
and no damned nonsense of athletics about it. Under 
the system of the admirable Hoole “in six (or at the 
most seven) years time (which children commonly 
squander away, if they be not continu.i at the schools 
after they can read English and write well)’ they will 
have enough Latin, Greek and Hebrew to fit them for 
future studies at the universities. How much Latin, 
Greek and Hebrew would a Hoolean sixth-former run 
across in a university of today? Still, we venerate 
and thoroughly approve the Hoolean course and recom- 
mend it to other people’s children. Think of all those 
Greek and Latin old fellows in that day of crabbed 
ard corrupt texts. Think of boys reading the estima- 
ble Lycophron, whose style may be compared to a 
Delphic oracle mixed with the speeches and writings 
of Mother Shipton, Paracelsus and Oliver Cromwell, 
and all the time tables in the world thrown in for the 
sake of additional clearness. How lazy the twentieth 
eentury boys are by the side of those Caroline Hoole- 
gans. 

Master Hoole, teacher of a private grammar school 
in Lothbury Garden, London, was not feruliferous. 
For discipline give him: : 

“A good sharp bichen rod, free from knots; * 
(for willow wands are insufferable and fitter for 
a Bedlam than a Schoole), as it will break no 
bones nor endanger any limbs, so it will be suffi- 
cient wherewith to correct those that deserve it in 
the lower forms and for the higher Scholars that 
will not behave as they ought to do without 
blowes, a good switch about their shoulders would 

(in Quintilian’s judgment) seem fittter than a rod 

elsewhere.” 

A humane Hoole; more humane than some moderns; 
doesn’t believe in Shutting children up in dark rooms 
or cutting off their meals. Wants little use of the 
rod; three clement laShes at most; but never would 
allow an offending boy to “go from him with a stub- 
born look or a stomachful gesture, much less with a 
squealing outcry or mutttering to himself; all which 
(he says too confidently) may be easily taken off with 
another smart jerk of two.” 

In Hoole’s time many schools began at 6 a m., 
but 7 was “the constant time” in most. Colonel New- 
come comes to memory in the direction that every 
schoiar present shall say “Adsum;” if absent his next 
fellow is to say “Abest.” Scholars were dismissed at 
11 every forenoon; in the afternoon at 5 on Monday, 
Wednesday, Friday; 4, Tuesday; 3, Thursday. “It were 
good if there were hour glasses in the Schoole.” There 
shall never be more than one play day a week. “The 
master should do well now and then to send a privie 
spie who may truly observe and certifie him how every 
scholar spendeth his time abroad.’”” Whenever the 
children “go out about necersitous business” (a beau- 
tiful phrasSe of Puritan or English prudery) “be sure 
they say at least four words of those which they have 
learnt and let them always carry their Vocabulary 
about with them, to be looking into it for words. 

Excellent, if too much expecting Hoole o' the 
Schoole! If we leave him with small regret, having 
never learned to love school masters, we thank him 
for reminding us again that boys will be boys, no mat- 
ter how much Lycophron you serve to them; “are apt 
to sneak home or struggle from the rest of their fel- 
lows;” also apt to play with vulgar “townies,” 
“muckers;” froward boys that “are under little or no 
command” “will be very subject to brabble and fight 
with scholars.”"—New York Stn.

BROOKLINE, Mass., Sept. 20,—The 
golfing batile between England and 
America for the nineteenth open cham- 
pionship with Harry Vardon and HEd- 
ward Ray, two seasoned British players, 
playing twenty-year-old Francis Oui- 
met, of this town, in an 18-hole con- 
test, began today in a typical Scotch 
mist. Yet the sodden turf and dripping 
trees failed to keep back one of the 
largest galleries that ever followed a 
golf match in this country. 

Vardon and Ray were 2 to 1 favorites 
over the Brookline boy at the drive off 
at 10 o'clock, yet the army of Yankee 
enthusiasts was hopeful of victory. 

Ouimet started the play-off with a 
most thorough knowledge of every hole 
on the country club course. “He knows 
every spear of grass, every trap and 
every bunker,” said his. caddie. 

Ouimet lives just across the street 
from the sixteenth hole and has been on 
the course almost since infancy. He 


began carrying clubs as a caddie when 
nine years old.

Ouimet’s performance lifted the nine- 
teenth annual open tournament of the 
United States Golf association out of 
the usual classification accorded a na- 
tional championship and brought the 
contest to a standard little short of oth- 
er international competitions. Of the 
half-dozen home-bred and transplanted 
professionals not one could keep pace 
with Ray and Vardon and all hope of 
retaining the tital honors appeared lost 
until Ouimet was found making his lone 
stand amid rain and mud against the 
two older players. 

When the spectators realized that in 
this home-bred amateur, born and 
brought up on the edge of the Country 
club course, rested America’s chance of 
winning the championship, they lost 
that placid attitude and whisper that 
ordinarily marks the golf gallery and 
rooted and cheered Ouimet in a manner 
typical at baseball and football games. 
The scenes that attended Ouimet's march 
over the last four holes never have been 
equalled on an American or European 
golf course. 

Enthusiasm ran the gamut from de- 
spair to elation; silence was followed by 
great outbursts of cheering. When 
Ouimet’s second shot from the seven- 
teenth tee landed dead on the edge of 
the home green 5,000 spectators massed 
themselves in a gigantic ring of breath- 
less humanity about Ouimet and his 
playing partner, George Sargent. The 
American youth needed-the hole in one 
to win and two to tie. He gazed long 
down into the bowl where the cup lay, 
dried his hands and made a 35-foot putt! 
that just missed the hole and rolled 
three feet beyond. A sigh arose from! 
the crowd and all was still again. Oui- 
met looked once at that little stretch of 
sodden turf that lay between him and 
another chance for the title—gently 
tapped the ball and stepped back to 
watch its progress. Slowly it rolled te 
the edge of the hole, curled around the 
tip for an inch or so and then dropped | 
in for the four which tied him with Ray 
and Vardon. 

IS ROUNDLY CHEERED. 

Instantly a tremendous yell went up. 
The gallery swept past ropes and guards 
and closed in on Ouimet in a solid 
phalanx. He was lifted to the shoulders 
of the advance guard and carried to- 
ward the club house surrounded by sev- 
eral thousand cheering, yelling golfers 
who forgot their golf in the enthusiasm 
of being just Americans cheering an 
American victory. Many, not realizing 
that Quimet ‘was an amateur, thrust

Louis 
Tellier was the standard-bearer of 
France and the remainder consisted of 
a few home-bred professionals and am- 
ateurs supported by a number of Scotch 
and English professionals entered from 
American clubs. Reid and Vardon were 
tied for first place with 147; Ray and 
Strong for second with*149; McDonald 
Smith and J. M. Barnes were third with 
150, and Ouimet led the fourth place 
contingent with 151.

This story of Connie Sullivan I got 
from a little pamphlet which a Mem- 
phis bank uses to attract savings ac- 
counts. 


While Connie was still in the public 
school,

have the goods. The people will buy setting eggs from the winning birds 
atthe leading shows every season and pay a good priceforthem. It has 
always been said that the man who can go to Madison Square and win a 
majority of the premiums on any leading variety can usually count sure 
on selling from $3,000 to $5,000 worth of setting eggs that season. This 
same thing practically applies to the man who can win a majority of the 
premiums at the Southern International at Atlanta for it is undoubtedly 
the Madison Square show of the south. 

But the promoters of this show for the past two years have had a 
heavy burden to carry, and while they have done so willingly and patiently 
itshould not be the breeders’ desire to have them continue to earry this

IGNORANT OF FACTS 


Bibb Solicitor . Replies to At- 
tack Made on Him Friday 
Night in Atlanta

MACON, Ga., Sept. 20.—When asked 
for statement regarding the charges 
brought against him by Hon, Seaborn 
Wright, Solicitor General John P. Ross, 
ef the Macon circuit, stated ag follows:

Seaborn Wright, of Rome, in a brief 


but powerful address urged the need of 
law enforcement, declaring that the 
most dangerous problem confronting 
modern civilization is “official anarchy” 
—the failure of men elected to office 
to enforce tne 1aw and the resulting 
condition of affairs permitted by the 
apathy of the people. 

Rev. H. M. DuBose’s keynote address 
presented the object of the Civic League 
lof America, under whose auspices the 
citizenship congress is being held. 

INDIVIDUAL RESPONSIBILITY. 

Every address emphasized the respon- 
sibility of the individual citizen and 
the need to force government back to 
its original aim to benefit the many 
instead of a privileged few. 

A. J. Orem declared that unless a 
change be effected in present conditions 
jof government, the republic will not 
jsurvive, adding, however, that he be- 
jlieves the country is slowly moving to- 
|ward a successful solution of its diffi- 
leulties. He aserted that the high cost 
{of living was due more largely than to 
anything else to the fact that the non- 
producing class is so much larger than 
the producing class and to the watered 
sale of stocks. 

The non-producing class, he said, is 
supported in idleness and wealth by the 
labor and efforts of the producing class, 
and the latter is demanded to contribute 
more than justice should allow. 

He suggested a more equitable dis- 
tribution of wealth, declaring that no 
man is entitled to more than he earns, 
and declared the laboring man should 
be exempt from taxation, while the fi- 
nances of government should be drawn 
from community-made values. In this 
connection, Mr. Orem said: 

“I submit that a system which breeds 
idlers, whether ‘idle rich’ or ‘idle poor,’ 
is pernicious and a menace to society. 
In the creation of what is commonly 
called wealth, three factors and only 
three are contributors: First, God. Sec- 
ond, society. Third, the individual. God 
contributes the land with its wealth of 
resources, its coal mines, its minerals, 
its running streams, its fertile soil, 
ete. Many things are made valuable 
by the existence of society with its 
opportunities for exchange, If you do 
not believe this, place Carnegie in a 
world by himself where he would have 
no one with whom to barter or exchange 
and his millions would be worthless. 


“Wealth produced by labor is com- 
paratively small. Society should be so 
organized as to encourage individual 


effort. To this end revenues should be 
derived from community made values. 
Labor products should be exempt from
